kins Lumber company, reported 174 
persons voted, out of a total regis­ 
tration of 359. At the J. Q. Thomas

SYSTEM CARRIED 
IN RURAL SCHOOLS 


Modem 
Health 
Crusade 
Among 
Children Brings Results, County 
Red Cross Nurse Asserts 


MAKES HER OCTOBER REPORT 


System Of Training Started In Six­ 
teen County Schools In County 
Durina September 


The Modern Health Crusade, the 
system of training 
in good health, 
outlined 
at the beginning 
of the 
school term this fall, has been c a r ­ 
ried into all the rural schools, ac­ 
cording to Miss Grace Ewing, county 
Red Cross nurse, in her report for 
October, made public today. 
Physical defects are much smaller 
in number this year than last year, 
Miss Ewing states, which show that 
the parents and school children have 
cooperated in the school work along 
health lines which started last year. 
The Health Crusade 
movement, 
which was begun in September, was 
placed in lfi schools in the county 
during October, and 809 
children 
were weighed and measured during 
the month. 
A return visit to the schools first 
taking the crusade work shows con­ 
siderable improvement, Miss Ewing 
says, 
and the children 
have been 
greatly 
interested and 
anxious to 
carry out the health chores, which 
are a part of the daily program. 
The individual inspection of pup­ 
ils was alsb started during October, 
the county nurse says in her report, 
and 141 pupils were inspected. 
Of 
this number 48 pupils were found to 
he se /n per cent under weight, and 
other 
physical defects 
are much 
smaller than last year, as many cor­ 
rections have been made. 
The corrections include eyes that 
have been fitted with proper glasses 
dental work and nose and throat 
corrections. 
In 
reviewing her work 
for the 
month, Miss Ewing states that dur­ 
ing October three public meetings 
were held out in the country for the 
purpose of encouraging the coopera­ 
tion 
and interest 
of parents 
and 
teachers in the health program and 
school work. 
At the meetings the health work 
was explained, ami also the Modern 
Health Crusade. 
On the p r o g r a m s 
were W. E. Wagoner, county school 
superintendent 
who expounded the 
cause of better schools, and James 
G. Miller, county attendance officer, 
who explained the new 
attendance 
laws and encouraged parents to nro-

death toll at the Reilly Mine at Span­ 
gler, Pa., has been officially fixed at 
82, with 33 injured, several of them 
so badly injured that they may die. 
Sixty-five bodies have been recov­ 
ered. 
Fifty-seven have been indenti- 
fied and it is believed that 17 are still 
in the mines. The most authoritative­ 
ly figures showed that 118 entered 
the death mine yesterday morning. 
Three escaped 
uninjured. 
Of the 
eight bodies still unidentified, it is be­ 
lieved that several may never be re­ 
cognized by relatives. 
Many 
of the men were\ so badly 
mutilated and burned that recogniz­ 
ance is impossible. 
Rescue men are still at work in 
the mines .-lashing around in knee 
deep water in many places in search 
for the 
bodies.

no more men have

found alive and hope for saving any 
who might be in the workings have 
been abandoned.

Senator Watson Concludes Speaking 
Tour With Two Hour Address 
Here Monday Afternoon 


REVIEW S LAST 18 MONTHS 


Follows Straight Highway in Poli­ 
tics, But Has 
No Grudge For 
Those Who Have Zigzagged 


Senator Jam es E . Watson, who 
came home to conclude his political 
campaign, spoke for two hours Mon­ 
day afternoon before a large crowd 
at the coliseum in the city 
park, 
hitting the high places in the 
na-. 
t ion a I issues, 
which 
marked 
the 
present campaign. 
The senator recalled that it was 
just 36 years ago that he made his 
first political speech, and that it was 
in Rush county, and “ I have fol­ 
lowed the straight highway in poli­ 
tics,v he continued. “ Some have zig­ 
zagged, but for those who have come 
back in the right line, I have not the 
least grudge.” 
Senator Watson reviewed condi­ 
tions that existed in this country in 
1921, when the republicans assumed 
charge in Washington, and lie point­ 
ed out the difficulties which 
faced 
the new administration under Pres­ 


ident Harding. 
There was 5^ million idle 
men 
in the country, he said, and among 
the first things the new administra­ 
tion did was to relieve 
eonditions. 
He reviewed the fact that within 90 
days, a million men had returned to 
their work, and that today, due to 
republican prosperity, there is not a 
man who wants work, but that can 


find it. 
In order to protect the American 
workmen, 
Senator W atson 
stated 
that congress passed the 
immigra­ 
tion law. which 
was 
contrary 
to 
democratic policies, and millions of 
foreigners 
were excluded from the 
country'. He pointed out 
that the 
foreigners were cheap 
labor, 
w’ith 
lower standards for living, and that 
if they had been allowed to overflow 
into this country, industry and bus­ 
iness here would have been demor­ 


alized. 
The nation faced a debt of 24 bil­ 
lion dollars, Senator 
W atson said, 
when the new 
administration 
as­ 
sumed office in 1921. He pointed out 
that no nation at any time 
on the 
face of the earth had ever 
spent 
that much money in the same length 


of time. 
He said that the republicans be­ 
gan to correct the defects, and cut 
out a great amount of the 
needless 
appropriations, and that the nation's 
supply bills were cut< in 
order to 
reduce the debt. 
Senator 
W atson 
stated that taxes had been reduced 
— “ not the kind of taxes which gov­ 
ern what you spend here at home,,,

by the 
consu mer by his demands that pro­ 
du cts meet certain req u irements «>f 
origin, grade, standard and pack­ 
age. 
An ex ample of how the demand 
of tin* consu mer influ ences price and 
contribu tes to the farmer's market­

the hou sewife against Indiana flou r. 
Recent baking tests show that this

wheat flou r, and tihs is one of The 
objections of the bakers to

from wheat grown in this section. 
Another objection bakers hav e to 
Indiana flou r is that on accou nt of 
the natu re of its glu ten content, it 
does not make a dou gh that is as 
easily handled in 
large 
q u antities 
and has to be baked whenev er it is 
in a certain condition and can not 
be held ov er. Howev er, this shou ld 
not be a seriou s disadv antage to the 
hou sewife who handles 
dou gh 
in 
small q u antities and can bake when­ 
ev er the dou gh is in the proper con­ 
dition.
